Mrs.  Covell  "had  been  ill  for 
only  a  few  days  prior  to  her 
death.  She  was  born  near  Brign 
ton,  a  mile  from  the  home  in 
which  she  died. 

The  former  Helena  Manet  la 
Shewman,  she  -  married  Peter 
Covell  who  was  the  builder  of 
the  original  Presqu'ile  Hotel. 
Mr.  Covell  died  35  years  agi  - 
They  have  one  surviving  son, 
Samuel  of  Brighton. 

Last  July,  when  Mrs.  Covell 
celebrated  her  100th  birthday, 
messages  of  congratulations 
came  from  Her  Majesty  the 
Queen,  the  Prime  Minister  and 
other   government   officials. 

Despite  her  advanced  years, 
Mrs.  Covell  loved  to  recall  mem- 
ories of  the  past.
